In natural situation other capitals 
of Europe cannot compare with Con­ 
stantinople, but with all its n atural 
advantages it is the most corrupt and 
filthy city in Europe. 
Many of the 
buildings and surroundings arid points 
of historic in terest are beautiful, how­ 
ever.

mond followed the history of the city 
X ! and explained its influence upon the 
J history of Europe.

potic ruler of Europe.

of t lit' ties which have so long and so 
amicably existed, bas been actuated 
only by the desire to en ter a wider 
door into a field of more extended use­ 
fulness and increased labor 
without 
increased financial remuneration 
in 
the service of his master. 
We have already said something of 
the progress of the church under Ilcv. 
Spencer’s administration. 
He leaves 
t he church In better material con­ 
dition, larger numerically , stronger in 
faith and, If possible, more harmon­ 
iously united. 
He has repeatedly de­ 
clared that the good and efficient work 
done here by his predecessor, Rev. II. 
(J. Leland, has made the field a com­ 
paratively easy one for him 
When it became understood th a t 
Mr, 
Spencer 
seriously 
con tem ­ 
plated 
a change, a 
remonstrance 
in l he form of a pet.itlon was circulât 
ed among the 
resident members of 
the church. 
Kvory one whom it was 
possible to reach 
readily signed it 
with expressions of deepest regret at 
the 
prospective 
loss. 
While this 
action lacked t he weight of official 
authority , it was a gratify ing expres­ 
sion of personal desire, and a much 
larger percentage of the membership 
wits thus reached in their homes, than 
would have been in atten dan ce at a 
regular called meeting of the church. 
Mr. Spencer’s decision, however had 
already been made. 
It is not alone the members of his 
church who will regret the departure 
of Rev. Spencer. 
All who have been 
brought into social or business rela­ 
tions with him will regret the change, 
and especially Ids associates in the 
ministry in this 
city will feel, 
as 
it 
were, a personal 
loss. 
We cannot close this not Ice without 
reference to the work or Mrs. Spencer, 
who lias truly been a helpmate to her 
husband and a large factor in ids suc­ 
cess. 
Unincumbered by the cares of a 
family , and possessing rare executive 
ability and mental powers of a high 
order, together with a heart devoted 
to God’s service, she has been a suc­ 
cessful leader in all lines of woman’s 
work in the church. T he missionary 
society and the Sunday school will 
sadly miss her m in istration s. 
While we are exceedingly sorry to 
lose Rev, and Mrs. Spencer from Dix­ 
on circles, we can but con gratulate 
the people of Moline and especially 
the Baptist church of th a t city , upon 
their acquisition .

WEEKLY CROP BULLETIN. 


Gov ernment Report For 
the Week 
Ending September 28 , 19 03. 
With clear, dry weather for a period 
of nearly ten days, conditions hav e 
been highly fav orable for farm work, 
and the maturing of the corn crop. 
A 
general rainfall occurred on the night 
of the 26th: otherwise clear, sunshiny 
weather, with drying winds, has ob­ 
tained throughout the week. 
Light 
frosts were reported, but no damaging 
effects ensued. The temperature has 
been slightly below normal. 
The soil 
is in excellent condition, and plowing 
and seeding hav e been activ ely prose­ 
cuted. 
The acreage sown in wheat 
will probably show a decrease. 
The corn crop in many localities is 
already safe from injury, and the re­ 
mainder is rapidly adv ancing toward 
maturity. 
While later reports indi­ 
cate some injury from last week’s 
frosts, the extent of damage is incon­ 
siderable. 
The outlook now is assur­ 
ing, and only sev ere and untoward 
weather conditions will 
affect 
the 
prospects: cutting is in activ e opera­ 
tion in many localities. 
Pastures maintain an excellent con­ 
dition: clov er hulling has progressed 
with satisfactory yield; broom corn is 
being cut—quality good; a good crop of 
cow peas is being harv ested. 
The potato crop is below av erage: 
complaints are still receiv ed of con­ 
siderable rotting. 
Apples continue to 
drop, and the yield will show a greatly 
reduced amount.

The Hindu priest was the author of 
science, art, philosophy, and govern­ 
ment, all tha t ; we have today.
